The lime must 
be fresh, not air slaked. It should be 
pounded, up fine -with a hammer, unless 
you buy it already ground up. 


Dissolve the copper sulpSate in one 
quart of warm water. Place the fame 
in a separate vessel, and slake It slow- 
>v T£ltn a little -water. After it stops 
bubbling add enough water to make 
one quart in this vessel. • - ' . • • .

Now pour your quart of copper sul- 
phate solution and your quart of lime 
solution together into a bucket—*ut do 
It this way; pour a little from each 
into the bucket and then stir, then a 
little more from each and again stir 
and so on.
